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A killer is raging through the 
Black community, decimating 
homes and exacting an untold 
financial penalty in its wake. 
Yet, survey information shows 
that Blacks are less kngwi- 
edgeable about the killer than 
whites, more likely to underes- 
timate its prevalence, and less 
likely to believe it can be 
stopped. 


The killer is cancer, and-a 
$28,500 program trom the Ohio 
Department of Health is 
attempting to encourage 
cancer prevention and aware- 
ness in Black communities 
around the state. 


The program awarded the 
Combined Health District of 
Montgomery County in Dayton 
Mt. Sinai Medical Center in 
Cleveland; and the Allegheny 
West Conference of Seventh- 
Day Adventists in Columbus 
$9500 each to conduct year- 
long pilot projects and provid- 
ing public education to Blacks 
about t the cancer threat. 


A_National Cancer Institute 
study indicated ‘that 3,150: 


Black Ohioans will be diag- 
nosed as having cancer in 
1985, and that 1800 Black 
Ohioans will die of the disease. 
disease. 


The overall cancer rate 
among Blacks jumped 27 per- 
cent in the last 25 years, 
against a 12 percent increase 
for whites. Black death rates 
from cancer jumped 40 per- 
cent, versus only a 9-percent 
increase for whites. 


The NCI survey may also 
explain part of the reason for 
that jump: Blacks, surveys 
show, are less knowledgeable 
than whites about cancer 
symptoms, and less likely to 
visit a doctor if they experience 
symptoms. In addition, Blacks 
are more likely to believe that 
cancer is inevitably fatal than 
whites.

T to muzzle Pendleton 


Civil Rights Commission Chairman Clarence Pendieton 
Jr. has become a major disappointment in his conduct of 
commission business. A significantly large group of people; 
are often embarrassed as he attempts to rhetorically whip’ 
thos ewho want to create a dialogue about raical and social 
injustices. : 
Pendleton continues to. demonstrate a willingness. to 
alienate the people necessary to solve the problems of an 
unequal and, therefore, unjust society. He is combative, 
flippant, and often sounds like a blind ideologist trying to 
serve an archconservative constituency rather than his. 
President, nation, and race. Pendieton’s manner seems 
Better suited for headline hunting than developing a con- 


census on a new direction. Hopefully, Pendleton does not 


speak for the Reagan Administration. Many Black Republi- 
cans, the kind that give to the party rather than seek from - 
‘the party, are tired of Pendleton's loose lips and verbose 


or appreciate his mission. 

Basically, the Civil Rights Commission is a conscious 
raising organization. But with Pendleton at the heim 
groups, classes of people, and causes which need attention 
have been overshadowed by Pendieton’s so-called alle- 
gience to “color-blindness.” 

There would never have been a need to resort to “colorb- 
lindness” If decisions had not been made on the basis of 
color, sex or physical afflictions in the first place. 

Affirmative action is a reaction to racism. How much 
remedial.action should be taken is the question that must 
face national debate--not Pendileton’s frequent slip of the 
lips, which has made the commission's deliberation “farci- 
cal and meaningless” according to some~Washington 
observers. 

Rather than allow Pendleton to continuously relive the 
1984 Presidential elections and put down every group that 
wants to participate in the dialogue over equal opportunity, 
the administration needs to swiftly rein him in. 

Many Black Americans agree that past solutions have 
created as many problems as they solved. These Blacks 
agree that new initiatives must be attempted while the dia- 
logue group is being expanded. But rather than bringing 
people together, Pendleton is tearing things apart by doing 
what so many whit epeople did, before him, try to define the 
scope of Black leadership. 


OSU Extension Center 


The link between Ohio State University and the Black 
community was strengthened a notch with the signing of 
the contract to build a new Black Studies Community 
Extension Center at the corner of Monroe Street and Mt. 
Vernon Avenue. 

‘ “The Extension Center is a strong example of this univer- 
pity’s commitment to fostering a greater. outreach. to the, 
pominsniy, in an effort to provide the educational founda- 
ion necessary to address the problems facing our society,” 
said Ohio State University President Edward H. Jennings. 

The Community Extension Center, operated by the Ohio 
State Department of Black Studies since 1971 will be an 
ultra modern facility. Air-conditioned classrooms and 
teaching space in the new facility will, include a fine arts 
studio with work counters and art storage space and provi- 
sions ofr a ceramic kiln and potter's wheel. This is in stark 
contract to the antiquated facility now being used at 640 S. 
Ohio Ave - — = 
‘ The Center will continue to offer credit and non-credit 
courses, research programs, and incentive programs to get 
low income inner city residents to register for academic 
classes. 

The dream of a new center was faint before 1981 when 
the Ohio General Assembly appropriated $300,000 to the 
University to build the facility.

Most of the inches and 


_ inches of print and the broad- 


cast air time devoted to the so- 
called.“problems” surrounding.. 
the. redevelopment of the Mt. 
Vernon Avenue Area are sheer 
and utter nonsense. 

It clearly represents that little 
or nothing has changed in race 
relations in Columbus since 
Mt. Vernon Avenue was cut in 
two by I-71 and left with no 
accessway, no exit, nor bridge. 
True! Significant efforts have 
been made by many individu- 
als, the Neighborhood Devel- : 
opment Corporation, Mt. Ver- 
non Avenue District Improve- 
ment Association, Model 
Cities; City administrations 
past and present, and the City 
council to improve housing 
and the business climate of the 
avenue area. 

But significant efforts are not 
enough to correct deliberate 
racial and economic injustice. 
The immediate Mt. Vernon 
Avenue area (Zip Code 43203) 
contains 18.9 percent of all 
Black-owned businesses in 
Franklin County. The largest

cent. Of the 7,193 housing 
units in five of the Area's cen- 
sus tracts (24, 25.20, 28, 29, and 
36) 82.9 percent are occupied-- 
17.1 percent vacant. The area 
is immediately adjacent to the 
downtown area: Mittions of dol= 
lars of private and public 
investments have already been 
made and millions more have 
been committed.

parole in about six years 
because of the gun specifica- 
tions, said Attorney Love. 

The prosecution alleged that 
Crawford fried to rob Colum- 
bus Police Officer Kenneth 
Marcum at gunpoint. Marcum 
was wounded in the arm during 
the Oct. 9 encounter, accord- 
ing to the prosecution. 

Marcum and Crawford each 
claimed that the other fired 
first. Crawford was struck in 
the right side of the chest, 
according to a testimony dur- 
ing the four-day jury-waived 
trial. 


“It.is our contention that 
Crawford did not have a wea- 
pon at the time of the incident. 
Crawford, in fact, took the 
handgun away from Marcum, 
whom he perceived as the 
assailant,” Love said. 

Attorney Love said he has 
advised Crawford to appeal the 
Judge’s conviction. Crawford 
has until April 7 to file his 
appeal. 

“The possible grounds for 
the appeal is that the prosecu- 
tor did not lay a foundation 
when he cross-examined 
Dione Harris, 19, the girlfriend:
